Promulgated by the President in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic 
of India. 

Ar Ordinance further to amend the Government of Union Territories 

Act, 1963. 

Whereas the House of the People has been dissolved and the Council 
of States is not in session and the President is satisfied that circumstances 
exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action; 

-Now, taWwore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution the President Is pl e as ed to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: — 


1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Government of Union Terri¬ 
tories (Amendment) Ordinance, 1979. 

( 2) It shall come into force at once, 

2 . During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Government 
of Union Territories Act. 1963 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act) shall have effect subject to the amendment specified in section 3. 
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3- After section 51 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“52. Where the Legislative Assembly of a Union territory is dis¬ 
solved, or its functioning as such Assembly remains suspended, on 
account of an order under section 51, it shall be competent for the 
President to authorise when the House of the People is not in session 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of that Union territory 
pending the sanction of such expenditure by Parliament.”.
